one of the charter members of 
the North Andover, Historical So- 
ciety, When Mr, Stevens’ daughter, 
Mrs, Horatio Rogers, became 
president of the historical society 
in 1958, she also inherited her 
father’s collection of antique 
textile implements, During the 
course of the next year, Mrs. 
Rogers’ husband, a retired sur- 
geon from Massachusetts General:

The Magic Name 


Attorney-General Robert F. Kennedy’s long awaited 
announcement that he will seek to gain a seat in the 
U.S. Senate from New York came Tuesday and somewhat 
overshadowed activity among the Democrats at ‘Atlantic 
City. 

The attorney general is facing the prospect of fighting 
“‘carpetbagger’’ charges from his opponents and also from 
some members of his own party. 

It will be interesting to see if the famed Kennedy name 
will be enough to send another member of the family to the 
senate. Edward M. Kennedy, now recuperating from in- 
juries sustained in a plane crash, won handily in Massa- 
chusetts where the Kennedy name has indeed been popular. 

However, Bob Kennedy isn’t going to have all the things 
going for him that his brother Ted had. For one thing, 
President John F. Kennedy was in the White House when 
Ted was making his run in Massachusetts. It certainly 
didn’t do him a bit of harm to have a brother as President 
of the United States. 

Robert F. Kennedy reportedly has the backing of all the 
powerful Democrats in the Empire state. New York’s Mayor 
Robert Wagner lauded Bob Kennedy in promising his sup- 
port if the attorney general decided to run. Mayor Wagner 
referred to the ‘‘dazzle’’ of the Kennedy name. 

The candidate will probably need it all as he goes up 
against Senator Kenneth Keating of New York who is ex- 
pected to be the Kennedy opponent. 

The contest this fall should be an interesting one to 
study for some indication of how much the Kennedy glamor 
still draws support at the polls. 


Business Is Good 

Business was good during the second quarter of the 
year and indications are that it will continue to expand 
into 1965. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of Boston reports that during 
the second quarter of 1964 ‘‘more people were at work, 
producing more goods and services, engaged in more 
construction or reconstruction, earning more, spending 
more, and saving more.’’ 

And these gains were made with relative stability of 
prices, the report adds. 

Department store sales through June averaged about six 
percent better than those of last year while registrations 
of new automobiles during April and May were 20 percent 
higher than during the corresponding months of 1963. 

“*By the second quarter of 1964”, The Federal Reserve 
report said, ‘‘the region was undeniably sharing in the 
overall national expansion, comparing favorably with 
national growth rates in many respects, even though em- 
ployment and production performance in some of its manu- 
facturing industries declined.’’

Inspection Stiffer 


Tires, extruding metal parts 
and safety holding devices will 
come under the scrutiny of auto- 
mobile inspection stations during 
the fall inspection period starting 
Sept, 1 and running through Oct, 
15, 

These additions to the semi- 
annual inspection regulations were 
passed earlier in the year by the 
General Court, 

To be classified safe, a tire 
must have at least 2/32 of an inch 
of tread, This tread depth applies 
to either the original tire or the 
tire retreaded or recapped, 

All of the 3100 inspection 
stations throughout the state will 
be equipped with tread depth 
gauges, calibrated in 1/32 of an 
inch, Readings will be taken ina 
major tread grove of the tires 
nearest the center, and at two 
points of the circumference of the 
tires at least 15 inches apart, 

Automobile tires will also be 
checked for fabric breaks, any 
cut in excess of one inch, any 
bumps, bulges, or knots, or any 
exposed ply or cord structure, 

Tires will further be sub- 
standard if a portion of thetreadis 
so worn that in the opinion of the 
inspection station this wear sub= 
Stantially affects the traction and 
stopping ability of the tires, 

If any part of a motor vehicle’s 
bumpers, fenders, or other ex- 
terior sheet metal or moulding has 
sharp édges, or abnormal pro- 
trusions which extend beyond the 
normal limits of the motor vehicle 
so as to constitute a danger to 
pedestrians or to other motor 
vehicles - this condition will also 
be considered unsafe, and the 
motor vehicle subject to rejection, 

Also required are that front and 
rear fenders be in place, that floor 
pans not be so rusted so as to let 
exhaust gas enter the passenger 
compartment of the motor vehicle,
